Grand Parade At St. Paul Yesterday 
Passes Through More Than Tw o 
Miles 
of Streets— Commatder-In- 
Chief Walker Reviews the Proces­ 
sion— Facts About Reunion. 


St. 'Paul, Mfn'n., Sept. 3.—In recent 
years it has been thought necessary to 
shorten the length of the grand parade 
of the old soldiers, and this year’s pa­ 
rade exceeded two miles by but a trifle, 
and as it was over smooth streets and 
easy walking no ill effects were antici­ 
pated from the tr. mp. 
The various divisions formed on the 
streets that cross Western avenue, and 
when the final gun was fired, shortly 
after IO o’clock, the parade began 
to 
move south from Dayton and Western, 
moving south to Summit, the various 
divisions falling in 
as 
the 
column 
passed. 
Gen. Walker and staff headed the 
parade, which consisted of eight divis­ 
ions. 
The first division, led by the 
veteran signal corps, included the de­ 
partments of Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Pennsylvania. 
As the head of the parade 
turned 
down broad Summit avenue, the old 
veterans straightened their shoulders 
and tried to renew their youth, lining 
up as of old when they had been able 
to turn a corner in a straight line. The 
avenue was crowded on both sides with 
spectators, 
who 
applauded 
favorite 
poets or favorite leaders and now' and 
again a cheer went up for the fine ap- 


1 pearance of some of the less 
known 
posts. 
The column swept on down the ave­ 
nue past the mammoth residence where 
were the ladies’ headquarters, in front 
of the big reception stand in Summit 
park and under an 
evergreen 
arch 
erected at the head of Sixth street by 
the colored citizens of St. Paul. The 
long column of veterans turned down 
Sixth street past the numerous grand 
stands with their many thousands and 
the crowded sidewalks, the 
greeting 
cheer following along the line as the 
more prominent leaders 
were 
recog­ 
nized. At the vacant end of the square 
on which is being constructed the ii w 
government building there has b* en 
put up a grand star.

“ Mr. Fridlander said that measure­ 
ments were made from air over the open 
ocean and mountain regions at altitudes 
from 6,000 feet to more than 13,000 feet. 
The dust counter employed contains a 
cham ber into which air can be intro­ 
duced saturated with water vapor, then 
slightly and quickly cooled.

of vapor takes place on the dust nuclei, 
which then falls on to a micrometer 
plate at the bottom of the chamber, 
where they are rendered easily visible 
for counting by the water layer which 
coats them.

tailing, but to Miss Fanny Elkins it 
ins been robbed of its terrors, because 
she sees only the artistic side. 
She 
handles pieces of sawed-up humanity 
without 
repugnance. 
Sights 
that 
would thrill with horror many a man 
are calmly witnessed by this woman, 
who has devoted her life to helping 
young doctors and surgeons along the 
path of knowledge. 
Before Miss El­ 
kins conceived the unique idea of re­ 
producing every part of the human 
body in oil and plaster-of-paris casts 
medical students 
were 
hindered in 
their work by not having perfect arti­ 
ficial anatomical specimens. The man­ 
ikins and crude wooden representations 
lacked the detail that is so requisite 
for the proper study of anatomy. 
The 
delicate veins and nerves had never 
been reproduced 
artistically in 
life­ 
like colors. 
Only a limited number of 
students can attend a clinic to witness 
a rare surgical operation, but by Miss 
Elkins’ work the whole medical world 
has it presented before them, as, while 
the surgeon wields his keen-edged seal 
pel, this young woman draws, oblivious 
to the surprised stares of the students. 
Often she takes dissected parts to her 
studio, at 2 West Fourteenth street, to 
finish her sketches. 
Miss Elkins 
the only representative of her sex who 
pursues art in this form. 
A mouse 
would make Miss Elkins scream lik 
any other woman, but she can take 
human heart plucked fresh from 
dead body, tack it up on the wall, sit 
down at her easel before it and draw it 
without even 
paling or shuddering 
‘I used to quake and tremble at first, 
she explains, “but I am used to my 
work now and nothing ever feazes me. 
While a surgeon saws a leg off she can 
sit by and with sharpened pencils and 
cardboard 
she can make an exact 
drawing of the appearance of the re­ 
sult. and her services are greatly in de­ 
mand by the most skillful physicians 
and 
surgeons 
in 
the country. 
She 
draw’s and paints in oil very many of 
the illustrations used in the medical 
journals of the country and in the vari­ 
ous 
encyclopedias. 
Almost 
every 
well-known physician in the country 
has had, at one time or another, need 
of Miss Elkins’ services and they have 
had to pay well for them, too. 
The 
writer, after several calls, finally found 
her at her studio and she consented to 
tell something of her work. 
She is 
rather small, even for a woman, and 
has dark hair, a trim figure and a pow­ 
erful face. 
She wrears glasses, which 
lend an und^crved appearance of age.

“ The interest on the go’d bonds 
am ounts to about $0,000,000 in geld 
annually, but when the time comte 
around to pay the interest we have to 
give up $12,000,000 of our money. 
So 
w j really p ly double interest on our 
loan. 
Then 
the question 
presents 
itself, w hat amount will it take to re­ 
deem the bonds at m aturity? 
It is a 
guess now as to w hat we will owe at 
th e time of redemption. . It s all ac­ 
cording to what our dollar will bring 
in the m arkets of the world.
